REQUEST FOR RECONSIDBRATION OF DECISION TO DENY ENTRY OF PETITION 
PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1,47 DATED JANUARY 3L 2006 

This is a request for reconsideration of the decision of the Petitions Attorney denying 
entry of a Petition by the co-inventors to make application on behalf of John Footen under Rule 
47. On July 1 1, 1998, the US Patent and Trademark Office received tlitis Petition. On January 
31, 2006, the undersigned received a decision denying entry of the petition. 

The stated reason for denial was that: 



Tlie iustant petition does not satisfy requirements (1)* As to item 
(I), Rule 47 applicant has failed to show that inventor Footen wns ever 
presented with a copy Of the application papers. Before a refusal can be 
alleged, applicant must demonstrate a bona fldc attempt was made to 
present a copy oX application papers (specification, including claims, 
dra>Ying$3 and oath or declaration) to the non-signing inventor^ See M P£P 
409.03(d)* The petition and declaration in support of the petition indicates 
only the declaration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.63 was presented. To the extent 
the application papers (specification, including claims, drawings^ and oath 
or declaration) were presented to the inventor, a statement to that effect 
should be provided. 

Enclosed is a statement (Exhibit A) from Mr. E. Robert Yoches of Finnegan Henderson, 
Mr, Yoches was the attorney of record at the time the Rule 47 petition was filed. Mr. Yoches

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statement attests to the fact that Mr. Yoches on at least two occasions prior to the Rule 47 filing 
presented or attempted to present Mr, Footen with the patent application (specification, 
including claims and drawings). The first occasion was to Mr, Footen directly and the second 
was to Mr. Apple who was instructed to have all of the inventors (inc)uding Mr. Footen) review 
the final application (specification, including claims and drawiogs) and sign the declaration. 

Further, this statement indicates that it was Mr. Yoches customary and normal practice to 
send an inventor a complete copy of a patent application^ declaration and specification, including 
claims and drawings, when requesting a signature on a declaration. 

Rule 47 requires* that: "The oath or declaration in such an application must be accompanied by 
a petition including proof of the pertinent facts, the fee set forth in § 1.17(g), and the last known address 
of the non-signing inventor." According to 409.03(d) Proof of Unavailability or Refusal* it is required 
that the inventor be presented with the appUcation papers before a petition under 37 CFR 1 .47 is granted 
since such a procedure ensures that the inventor is apprised of the application to which the oath or 
declaration is directed. In re Gray, 1 15 USPQ 80 (Comm'r Pat 1956). However, it is not required that 
tlie application papers (specification, including claims, drawings, and oath or declaration) need 
be presented at the last contact with the inventor. Since, Mr. Yoches presented Mr. Footen with 
the application papers on two prior occasions those presentations should be sufficient, 

If the enclosed statement of Mr, Yoches is insufficient, please consider the follovnng; 

Due to the lapse of time between the original submission of the Petition imder Rule 1.47 
and the decision on that petition, nearly 9 years later^ the rights of the assignee. The Nasdaq 
Stock Market may have been compromised. Accordingly, the undersigned contends that this 
request should be treated in the altemative, as a supplement to the original Petition Pad that this

(a) If a joint inventor refuses to join in an application for patent or cannot be found or reached 
after diligent effort, the application may be made by the other inventor on behalf of himself or herself and 
the nonsigtiing inventor.

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supplement together with the original petition should be granted, allowing the application to 
issue into a Patent based on the following; 

1 . During the fall of 1999, the undersigned was asked by Mr, Josh Wymard of The 
Nasdaq Stock Market to secure from the inventors assignments of the invention to Nasdaq. 

2. While the undersigned was able find tlie co-inventors of Mr. Footen, the 
undersigned was not able to find Mr, Footen, Around early April 20 the undersigned hired a 
private investigator, Mr. Jim Landers, to track down Mr, Footen (Exhibit B). 

3. Mr. Landers found Mr. Footen, The undersigned instructed Mr, Paul Speidel (a 
paralegal that had worked at Fish & Richardson P.C. at that time) to immediately contact Mr. 
Footen, to secure assigrunents and have Mr. Footen sign the Declaration and Power of Attorney. 
An e-mail (Exhibit C) firom Mr, Paul Speidel to the xuidersigned summarized the efforts of Mr. 
Speidel made to contact Mr. Footen. It verifies that Fed Ex packages Were delivered to Mr. 
Footen in July and October of 1999. Another e-mail (Exhibit D) sent on April 28, 2000 from 
Mr. Paul Speidel to Mr. Footen, attests to our continued efforts to try to locate Mr. Footen and 
get him to sign amongst other things the declaration, 

4. Starting in May of 2000. in two e-mail messages (Exhibits E and F) Mr, Footen 
confirms that he is the correct individual and that he was out of the country. In those E-mails he 
invites us to send copies of the docimients to him and his attorney, Mr. Rick Hedemaa 

5. On June 23, 2000, the undersigned sent a letter (Exhibit G) to Mr. Footen, via 
Federal Express. This letter included a copy of the application and the declaration. The 
undersigned also sent a copy of the correspondence to his attorney, Mt^ Rick Hedeman. 

6. I, tlie undersigned, can state that the copy of the application included the 
specification, claims and draivings, as filed by the prior firm, along with the declaration. At the 
time we were satisfied that the package had been delivered to Mr, Footen at the address he gave 
us. All of those documents were sent to Mr. Footen and his attorney. 

7. Subsequent to that time, we had Mr. Paul Nobel assign any rights that IMTECH 
had pursuant to its agreements with Mr, Footen in the invention to Nasdaq, since we concluded 
that Mr. Footen was not willing to remrn any of the materials sent to him. This is evidenced by a 
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letter dated May 16, 2001 (Exhibit H) from Mr. Christopher Centurelli an associate attorney 
formerly at Fish & Richardson P.C, 

8. Neither J I nor to the best of my knowledge, any individual at Fish & Richardson 
P.C., received any further communications from Mr. Footen or his attorney and neither 
individual returned the signed declaration or assignment. 

9. In response to the above noted decision on this petition, the vmdersigned again 
sought to contact Mr. Footen. 

10. Exhibits (I) are a packet of e-mails to Mr. Footen and his attorney, and Exhibits 
(J) are a packet of delivery receipts to the server account of Mr. Footen and Exhibits (K) are 
packets of delivery rejections to the e-mail accounts of Mr. Footen and Mr. Hedeman . The e- 
mails were to the original e-mail addresses used to contact Mr. Footen back in 2000. According 
to the receipts these addresses were no longer valid. These e-mails included electronic copies of 
the declaration and the application and assignments. These e-mails could not be delivered to 
either party, as evidenced by the failure notices. 

11. On February 6, 2006, the undersigned again tried to contact Mr. Footen by 
sending a FEDEX package containing the paper copies of the declaration and the appUcation and 
assignments, as evidenced by a letter (Exhibit L) from me to Mr. Footen, of the same date. The 
package was delivered by FEDEX, as evidenced by the detailed resultsf of the tmck shipment 
obtamed from FEDEX (Exhibit M). 

12. To date Mr. Footen has not returned any of my requests to review the application 
and sign the declaration nor made any efforts to contact us. 

Accordingly, petitioner contends that Mr, Footen, should be classified either as an 
inventor *^vho refuses to sign" by bis pattern of ignoring multiple requests to revievy the contents 
of the application and sign the declaration, or as an inventor who cannot be located, since he did 
not give us any permanent address back in 2000 and has not made any efforts to contact us since 
May of 2000.

I, E. Robert Yoches, directed preparation of the Petition under 37 CFR 1 .47 to allow the 
co-inventors of the subject application, to nrnke application for patent on behalf of Mr. John 
Footeu. In addition, 1 authored the letter of July 1, 1997 that asked Mr. Footen to sign a 
Declaration and Power of Attorney. This letter Avas attached to the Rule 47 petition sent to the 
US Patent and Ttadenmrk Office. 

Earlier, on July 1 3, 1 995 1 sent Mr. Footen a letter (exhibit 1 ) that included a copy of the 
specification, claims and drawings, asking for his comments.
